It has been: cited by the Urban Land 
Institute as an. example of: how industry can be integrated with a 
residential commanity to the mutual advantage of both.. 

We share the concern of the executives of Magna Engineer- 
ing, Allstate Insurance, American Insurance, and ‘the: Lane Pub- 
lishing company that the high standards which have created this 
unique “industrial” area shall be maintained. 

Strict minimum .requirements were set up by the city in 
establishing the zone. But City Councilman Charles P. Burgess, 
who was mayor at the time of the city’s action, has pointed out 
that “minimums” tend to become “maximums.” 

Faced with a set of rules which-say “you must do at least this 
well,” the tendency is for builders to go just as far as the rules 
demand, but no further. 

The Sunset Magazine building, home of the Lane Publishing 
company, is an example of .a structure that has gone far beyond 
the minimum rules. But the buildings now under construction 
for the U. S. Geological Survey are close to the line. 

It is the Sunset building that caught the eyes and imagina- 
tions of the Urban Land Institute. That is the type of structure 
that is gaining renown for this community. 

The “minimums” are high, but if the pattern of future de- 
velopments should be that they will go to the minimums but not 
beyond, the distinctive character of this city’s proudest asset. will 
be lost. 

We hope that will not happen.

HOW MUCH? 


A special committee appointed by Mayor Michael L. Be- 
langie is studying how library service for the residents of Menlo!

Budget

Turning next in our study of the 
city budget to the street depart- 
ment, we find that this year’s bud- 
get of $69,835 represents an in- 
crease of 15 per cent over last 
year’s budget of $60,546, and 25 per 
cent over last year’s actual expend- 
itures of $55,655. 

Salaries and wages of $40,110 
comprise 5744 per cent‘ of the 
street department’ budget. This 
sum is'up 22 per cent: over last 
year’s budget and 33 per cent 
over actual. The: difference be- 
tween last‘ year’s budgeted ‘and 
actual salary expenses ‘was pri- 
marily in: vacancies in positions 
while we were trying to find 
qualified: men: 

The street départment budget 
provides for an assistant superin- 
tendent of public works, a fore- 
man, an equipment operator, three 
street: maintenance men first class; 
and three laborers. 


This represents. an: increase of 
one man over last year. 

In: addition; half of the salary of 
the. auto. mechanic: is charged ‘to 
the street: department,’ the: other 
half to the police department. The 
city manager also: holds. the: posi- 
tion of. superintendent: of | public 
works. 

Of his salary 16 per cent,:or $131 
monthly,. is charged to:the street 
department. 

Leenard Klein, formerly fore- 
man of streets'-and. parks, has 
been promoted to the new posi- 
tion of assistant superintendent 
of public works. Of his salary 
$315 per month, or 57. per cent, 
is charged to the street depart- 
ment and the balance to parks 
and water. 

The foreman: receives $441 
monthly, the equipment operator 
$378 to $389, street maintenance 
men first elass $315 to $347, and 
laborers $278 to $294. 

Almost one-half of the increase 
in the salary budget over last year| 
represents the addition of another 
man, and the balance is due to in- 
creases in the salary scale and pro- 
gression to higher brackets. 

The operation of the street de- 
partment at $25,725 is approxi-| 
mately the same as last year’s bud- 
get and 5 per cent over the actual 
expenditures. 

The principal item is paving 
materials at $17,500 this year, 
Same as. last year’s budget. 
Equipment operation, including 
gas, oil, tires, repairs, insurance, 
etc., at $4000 comtnares with last 
year’s budget of $3500. 

Final account is capital outlay 
of $4000 against $1935 in last year’s 
budget. The largest item is a com- 
pressor and accessories, the cost 
of which is shared with the water 
devnartment. 

The above does not include the 
gasoline tax construction projects} 
which are financed directly from 
60 per cent of the gasoline tax al- 
location to the city from the state. 

However, the other 40 per cent 
of the tax is used to defray the 
cost of the street department. 

Our budget estimate is that 
$26,404 will be available ‘pr the 


38 per cent of the budget, leaving 
62 per cent to be financed from lo- 
cal sources. Traffic fines, budgeted 
at $18,000 (actual last vear $25.- 


144), are allocated to the street | 


department, leaving 36 per cent 
to be raised from local taxation.

Terry 
uses plain white cards to sketch 
out simple drawings and lettering 


as to time, place, etc., and the 
child fills in the areas with colored 
crayons. 


The personal touch adds greatly 
to the originality of the party and 
the child feels that she is definite- 
ly in on the preparations of festiv- 
ities for her day of days. The ideal 
time for parties, Terry finds, are 
the hours between three and five. 
parties, when possible, 
are always easier for the mother 
and more fun for the children. 

Party time finds from 15 to 20 
children assembled in their very 
best Mary Janes and white shirts 
with a fairly equal amount of each. 
The ages range from school age to 
toddlers and the games are ar- 
ranged to fit all ages. 

For instance, as each child ar- 
rives, he is presented with a bean 
bag which he may take home after 
the party is over. Terry purchases 
for this, 24 inches of sturdy tick- 
ing material which she cuts into 
pieces 4 by 8 inches. These are 
stitched together on three sides 
with an opening left at the top for 
filling with beans. Four pounds 
of beans are sufficient to make 20 
bags. 

The bags are filled by the little 
girls before the party.
